Opposition to 
Film Censorship 


Difficulties Outlined 
As Result of Ruling 
Of Supreme Court 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Gov. 
Michael V. DiSalle has indicated 
his disap p roval of a movie censor­ 
ship bill now before the Ohio Leg­ 
islature. 
At a news conference Thursday , 
the governor exp ressed the belief 
that "to set up someone to try 
to act as a censor, to say what 
a 
p erson 
should see, 
could 
be 
something very well violative of 
the first am endm ent of the con­ 
stitution.” 
He added that as a m atter of 
p rincip le, he does not like censor­ 
ship . 
"It would be difficult to write 
a 
censorship la w under the 
rules 
laid down by the Ohio Sup reme 
Court,” DiSalle told newsmen. 
The court nullifed Ohio's movie 
censorship law in 19 54. 
“ I would advocate strong regu­ 
lation of the distribution of p orno­ 
grap hic literature of any kind,” 
DiSalle said. 
Asked if that included movies, 
he answered: "C ertainly .” 
The governor announced form a­ 
tion of a Cabinet level committee 
to study the p roblem of retarded 
children. 
‘‘Presently there 
is no sharp ­ 
ness and no conciseness in hand­ 
ling the p roblem .” DiSalle said. 
“ Each dep artm ent concerned ap ­ 
p els to be going its own way . 
A 
dovetailing effort would be sup er­ 
ior so that each group dealing with 
the p roblem can sup p lement other 
efforts.” 
The com mittee is comp osed of

correction; 
Dr. Ralp h Dwork, health director; 
Dr. E. E. Holt, sup erintendent cf 
p ublic instruction; Mary Gorman, 
welfare director, and Jam es Tich 
enor, unemp loy ment comp ensation 
adm inistrator. 
Of the fair emp loy ment p ra c ­ 
tices (P E P ) bill now before ‘he 
lawm akers, DiSalle said: "I would 
have no objection to inserting the 
right of trial by jury (for those 
accused of violating the p rop osed 
law.

tence of an individual is involved, 
a trial by jury would not be harm 
ful to the p rocess of law.” 
The governor added. "If a hear­ 
ing were to be held before the full 
F E P commission, I feel it should 
be op en to the p ress and p ublic.”

Dave Beck Tossed in Jail 


After Tax Evasion Conviction

victed of cheating on his income 
tax, millionaire labor leader Dave 
Beck Sr., 64, sp ent time behind 
bars for the first time in his life 
Thursday night.

Judge George Boldt, 
who set sentencing for Feb. 27.

Beck’s lawy ers said the verdict 
would be ap p ealed "all the way ” 
The 
one time 
laundry 
truck 
driver .who p rided himself on nm 
smoking 
or 
drinking, 
ap p eared 
more shaken at having to sp end 
the night in jail than by the ver 
dict. 
The p ortly Beck, nattily clad in 
a 
blue 
suit 
and 
p olka dot 
tie, 
grip p ed the edge of a table but 
showed little emotion as the clerk 
drawled "guilty ” six tim es T hurs­ 
day afternoon. Later he was heard 
to rem ark to a friend he just 
couldn’t understand why he had 
to rem ain in jail. 


When found guilty , his $25,(KH) 
hail was revoked. 
His quarters in the federal acc 
lion of the city jail were a world 
ap art from his lavish home in the

" I would advocate strong regu­ 
lation of the distribution of porno 
graphic literature of any kind," 
DiSalle said, 
Asked if that included movies, 
he answered: "Certainly." 
The governor announced forma­ 
tion of a Cabinet level committee 
to study the problem of retarded 
children. 
"Presently there ii no sharp­ 
ness and no conciseness in hand­ 
ling the problem," DiSalle said. 
"Fach department concerned ap- 
pers to Im* going its own way. A 
dovetailing effort would be super­ 
ior so that each group dealing vith 
the problem can supplement other 
efforts."

WASHINGTON (A T )—How con 
servative is f'resident Eiscnhow 


Vice President Richard M. Nix 
on said Tuesday that Eisenhower 
— at least on domestic problem* — 
is more conservative than the late 
Sen 
Robert A Taft of Ohio. 
Eisenhower himself was asked 
last 
December whether he had 
grown

the November elections. 
He re 
plied then that “ so far as the phil­ 
osophy ii concerned, I think I have 
never had one single change.” 
Somewhat earlier, on May r>. 
1957, Eisenhower was asked at an 
other news conference about re­ 
port* that be had grown less con­ 
servative since his election in 1952. 
His reply then; ‘ Far from it, If 
anything, I think f have grown 
more conservative." 


Eisenhower 
several 
times,

discussing his views, has coupled 
the word “ liberal” with “ conserva­ 
tive” to describe himself. 
On Feb 
5, 1954, for instance, 
Eisenhower 
told

administration would lie "liberal

money,” 
Nixon extended the description 


in Los Angeles this week. 
“ President 
Eisenhower 
is 
re­ 
garded as a literal because of his 
international views on foreign pol­ 
icy." Nixon said, "but on domestic 
issues he is more conservative than 
the late Sen. Taft.” 
Taft himself acknowledged dur­ 
ing the 1952 campaign — while he 
and Eisenhower were contesting 
for

nomination — that he and the gen­ 
eral were more eye-to-eye on do­ 
mestic than on foreign problems. 
That year Eisenhower opened his
